Two hours after the explosion, the steamer 
City of Oairo hove in sight, and immediately 
went to the relief of the sufferers.

The 
Spray floated .down the river. two miles, 
end lodged on the bar; "where ‘ ae 
ani the bargs burned to the water’s edge. 
She was seven years old, and belonged to Capt. 
8. PaTrersox, who had stopped. off for a. trip, 
leaving Capt. Jonpan in charge. The boat had 
near 300 crates of queensware, and. a number of 
cabin and deck-passengers. There were also nine- 
teen deck-handé on board. It is believed by Mr.

| HE SOUTH CAROLINA PHOSPHATE CASES. 

Many capitalists in the North will be inter- 
ested in the decision of the South Carolina Su- 
preme Court made on Saturday,’ in “what are 
known as the phosphate cases. It was held, 
first, that the State is absolute owner of the land 
under navigable. waters -within its territorial 
limits, -and -withmn the. ¢ébb and flow of 
the tide; “sécond, ‘that “the “ ownership 
of the soil of. the. State.is not. in trust 
for the whole people, but vests in the 
State asthe public; third, that the. t to dig 
minerals or phosphates from the soil under nav- 
igable waters of the Stateis not common to the 
“whole of the people, but the, subject of license 
by the State; fourth, that all who enter upon 
‘the soil of the State to remove fossils, minerals 
or phosphates from under the navigable waters 
are tresspassers. The pending cases were held 
to be in nature of tresspass, and injunction was 
therefore granted.
